Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-5, 7-9, 11-14, 16-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect 
to claims 3 and 12, in addition to other limitations in the claims, the prior art of record 
fails to teach, disclose or render obvious the applicant's invention as claimed, 
particularly the feature describing: 

claim 3, a glitch sensor circuit which is operable to detect glitches on at least one 
of the bus lines. 

Claim 12, detecting glitches on at least one of the bus lines.
